Dec. 12 — Reports 
that acth, the miracle hormone 
drug. may be of tremendous aid 
in treating severely burned chil­ 
d re n —one of the most difficult 
ta^ks of medical care — have 
been presented in Chicago.

indi­ 
cating the value of the drug in 
treating burns to more 
than 
300 medical scientists attend­ 
ing the second annual Clinical 
Acth Conference. 
The conference sponsor is Ar­ 
m our and Co., which first isolat­ 
ed the hormone, made from the 
pituitary glands of swine, 
and 
which is its chief producer. Acth 
has given remarkable results in 
the treatment of arthritis, rheu­ 
m atic fever, certain serious skin 
disorders and allergies. 
Scientists attending the m e e t­ 
ing are exchanging information 
and experience sn an effort to 
determine more fully the poten­ 
tial value of the drug to hum an­ 
ity. 
Four University of Minnesota 
physicians told of using the hor­ 
mone in treatm g a six-year-old 
girl, the lower half of w h o s e 
body had been badly burned.

One Cause of Kidney Upset

IT is becoming more and more 
apparent tha t nerv ous tension 
ca n disturb the smooth function­ 
ing of any organ In the body.

Peo­ 
ple who suffer in this way are 
highly emotional, and are lik ely j 
to 
ha v e been under some u n­ 
wo nted strain, 
such 
a s tha t 
wro ught by fear, grief, or fatigue. 
Then, to o , the k idney may be 
pa rticula rly susceptible because 
of so me prev ious damage from 
infectio n. 
It is thought 
tha t a spa sm oc­ 
curs in the 
muscles co nnected 
with the 
kidney a nd the k idney 
pelv is, as well a s the ureter, 
which passes from the kidney to I 
the bladder. Then, empty ing of 
the pelv is of the kidney is de­ 
layed, and the pelv is beco mes 
distended. This pro duces co licky 
pain. The pain increa ses the emo­ 
tional imba la nce, a nd the nerv ­ 
ous tension 
increa ses until a v i­ 
cious circle is set up. 


In these ca ses, a thorough ex­ 
amination 
o f the k idney and 
ureter insist be ca rried out, and 
a complete blo o d co unt and a n­ 
a ly sis o f the urine sho uld be 
made. An X-ra y ex a mina tio n o f 
the k idney Is done to mak e sure 
tha t there is no stone present in 
the kidney or so me other condi­ 
tion that would produce trouble. 
Treatment, once the diagnosis 
is established, consists of giv ing 
a substance kno wn as Etamon. 
This substance tends to reliev e 
the muscle spasm and banish 
pa in. 
Another 
metho d o f treatm ent 
is to stretch the ureter. Injections 
ma y be giv en into the inv olun­ 
ta ry nerv es, using a local anes­ 
thetic. If the pa in is so sev ere 
a s to inca pa cita te the a ffected 
person, the nerv e chains 
may 
ha v e to be cut.

There is in­ 
creased smuggling of heroin from Italy and 
Turkey, Harry J. Anslinger, federal nar­ 
cotics commissione r, says the increase in 
addiction is mostly among young people 
who start by smoking marihuana cigar­ 
ettes and progress to heroin.

DIET AND HEALTH 


One Cause of Kidney Upset

IT la becoming more and more 
apparent that nervou* tension 
can disturb the smooth function­ 
ing of any organ in the botfy. To­ 
day, nearly everyone is familiar 
with the role played by taut 
nerves in such disorders as stom ­ 
ach ulcers and high blood pres­ 
sure. That they may also result 
In kidney disturbances is less well 
known. 
In 
this 
situation, 
there 
ta 
considerable pain in the back 
and lower part of the abdomen, 
due to over-stimulation of that 
part of the involuntary nervous 
system which controls the kidney 
and its related structures. Peo­ 
ple who suffer in this way are 
highly emotional, and are likely 
to have been under some un ­ 
wonted 
strain, 
such 
as 
th at 
wrought by fear, grief, or fatigue. I 
Then, too, the kidney may be 
particularly susceptible because 
of some previous damage from 
infection. 
It is thought th a t a spasm oc­ 
curs in the muscles connected 
with the kidney and the kidney 
pelvis, as well as the ureter, 
which passes from the kidney to 
the bladder. Then, emptying of 
the pelvis of the kidney is de­ 
layed, and the pelvis becomes 
distended. This produces colicky 
pain. The pain increases the emo­ 
tional imbalance, and the nerv­ 
ous tension increases until a vi­ 
cious circle is sec up. 


In these cases, a thorough ex­ 
amination of the kidney and 
ureter mHst be carried out. and 
a complete blood count and a n ­ 
alysis of the urine should be 
made. An X-ray examination of 
the kidney is done to make sure 
th a t there is no stone present in 
the kidney or some other condi­ 
tion that would produce trouble. 
Treatment, once the diagnosis 
is established, consists of giving 
a substance known as Etamon. 
This substance tends to relieve 
the muscle spasm and banish 
pain. 
Another method of treatment 
is to stretch the ureter. Injections 
may be given into the involun­ 
tary nerves, using a local anes­ 
thetic. If the pain is so severe 
as to incapacitate the affected 
person, the nerve chains may 
have to be cut. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A Reader: What causes split­ 
ting of the nails? 
Answer: There is a condition 
affecting the nails th at runs in 
fair 
*, and this causes the nails 
to be very fragile and easily 
broken. 
In some cases, brittle nails are 
improved by the use of warm olive 
oil at night, or by protecting the 
hands as much as possible from 
water and irritating substances. 
The diet should be well balanced 
and should contain an adequate 
am ount of vitamins, especially 
vitamin B.
